were to be set again on the throne
vacated by the Bonaparts, and peace
was to reign once more in Europe.

Napoleon did not stay long in Elba.
He had resolved to go back to France
and occupy the throne as he did when
it was the mightiest throne in the
universe. Taking wth him a num-
ber of his troops, he sailed for France
where the Bourbon iroops went over
to his side, and the Bourbon king
fled the country. Prussia and Eng-
land sent their armies into Belgium
to overthrow Neapoleon for the sec-
ond time.

At Waterloo, when Napoleon was
beating back the Duke of Welling-
ton and his English, Dutech and Bel-
gian troops, Prince Blucher, a fizld
marshal of the King of Prussia, with
a huge army of Prussians appeared
on the scene and dealt Napoleon the
fatal blow which ecrushed forever
all the hopeful dreams of the French
Empire.

Afraid to trust his won people he
threw himself into the hands of Eng-
land and she deported him to the
bleak island of St. Helena where he
was to live until he died. The Bour-
bons were restored to the throne,
and they began their reign by ex-
ecuting all who had joined the cause
of the great Napoleon including Mar-
shal Ney, the Prince of the Muskova.

Marie Louise married twice after
Napoleon had died from cancer of
the stomach and she now lies buried
in. an e¢ld church in Vienna with Na-
poleon’s name alone recorded on her
coffin. The Duke of Reichstadt died
in his twenty-first year from tuber-
rulosis, and he lies beside his moth-
er in Vienna, booted and spurred and
in his Austrian uniform, while the
Hapsburgs proudly boast and are
not ashamed to confess, by the in-
scription on his coffin that the blood
of the great Rudolph and the Cor-
sician artilleryman were mingled in
his veins.

Napoleon’s body was removed from
S8t. Helena, and brought to Paris,
where it now lies in an elegant sar-
cophragus—fit almost for a deity
dead. This great man whose one
desire was an heir to perpetuate
his empire was denied this greatest
of hopes by the untimely death of
the King of Rome.
